Farm ers and residents of several small 
towns In eastern Gage County are walking 
around with their chests out these days. 
They are smiling and happy with the pride 
that is in them for the b enefits they can see 
coming as a result of six years of work. 
They are the people who live in the .Ti.noo* 
acre Mud Creek drainage area. Through a 
co-o{>erative effort, they have emb arked 
upon a program to control the water and 
conserve the soil that lie within the Mud 
Creek watershed. 
No longer will they have to watch help. 
Icsjily as heavy rams wash away the valu- 
ab le topsoil 
of their 
farms and floods tear 
out their crops and 
damage their b uildings 
and equipment. These 
people are now emb arked upon what has 
b een designated as the first special purpose 
watershed district m the state. The pro­ 
gram is much the same as that b fung 
planned for this area b y the Salt-Wahoo 
'Vatershed Association and is going on in the 
Papio Creek and Gering Valley regions. All 
these programs are moving forward under 
similar state legislation and with federal 
government and state assistance. 
But befo re the program 1* condemned 
with that much ab used term, “ pork b arrel,“ 
It might b e well to have a little b etter un­ 
derstanding of it. l.es* than three years 
a g o , there were no special purpose water­ 
shed districts organij'ed in the state and to­ 
day there are 20. These have not come 
ab out as a result of a handout from I'nele 
Sam. They have come ab out b ecause local 
peo ple realized that their valuab le resources 
were b eing wasted and that something had 
to be done ab out it. 
In the Mud Creek program, 
will 
be provided b y the federal government for 
the flood control aspects of the program. 
Another $1,150,000 must b e put into the pro­ 
gram for conservation practices and tho.se 
flood control details for which no federal 
aid is availab le. Some of this $1.150,000 will 
also come from various federal programs 
b ut local responsib ilities are still heavy. 
★ 
The Mud Creek district has authority to 
levy up to 2 mills tax and is now right at 
that figure. The entire initiative and plan­ 
ning for the program of flood control and 
conservation must come at the local level. 
Easements and nghts-of-way must b e pro­ 
vided, conservation practices must b e in­ 
augurated and assurance must b e provided 
of future maintenance of flood control struc­ 
tures. The district is formed through an 
election which means that there must b e a

willingness at the local level to do the job T 
This is saying a lot more than It might 
seem at first glance. Not every farmer has 
realized the first time around that It would 
pay him to dedicate some of hts land to 
permanent flooding in ord e r/o avoid pe­ 
riodic flooding of his entire farm. Not every 
farmer has realized at first glance that con­ 
touring. grassed waterways and other con­ 
servation practices were worth their time 
and effort. Certainly, town residents do not 
always realize that co-operation with their 
rural neighb ors holds hig potential divi­ 
dends. 
★ 
Tlie.» ;e things demand not only a farsight­ 
ed attitude hut a willingness to invest in the 
soundness of that attitude. The people who 
have worked to b ring the Mud Creek pro­ 
gram to reality will tell you that there is 
assistance to b e had in ample supply at 
the state and federal level. They will tell 
you that the job they have emb arked u|)on 
could not have b een done alone. 
But they will also tell you that it was the 
local leadership, pioneering spirit and will­ 
ingness to sacrifice that p« Tmitted progress 
to b e made. Without the local effort, the 
othei parts of the program fall flat on their 
face. The same thing has b een true of the 
Salt-Wahoo program in this area and the 
other conservancy and watershed districts 
in the state. 
The message that comes from this Gage 
County program is one which should b e 
heard b y many people 
in many areas. It tells 
us that there are few 
_________________ 
things which are im­ 
possib le if there i.s the 
.spirit to get the job done. Certainly, siieh 
a spirit IS needed in the watershed and 
conservation areas of the state. Neb ra.ska 
is far b ehind neighb oring states in these 
programs with only 508,000 acres now un­ 
der constniction authorization out of a total 
of 25,000,000 acres on which work is needed. 
Neighb oring states are roughly twice as far 
along as we are and Neb raska was the or­ 
iginal leader in the watershed approach to 
flood control and conservation. We have the 
legislation needed and there is plenty of as­ 
sistance availab le. All we need is the local 
dedication. 
Much the same thing is true of many of 
the prob lems which face the .state and the 
individual communities which make up Ne­ 
b raska. In every area of need that can b e 
cited, the fir.st thing called for is a deter­ 
mination to work out a .solution. The Mud 
Creek program should serve as a fine ex­ 
ample in many of today’s areas of concern. 


Spirit To Carry 
Through 


Historic And Difficult 
These are days that many of the people of 
New Orleans would rather had never come 
b ut in the light of changing times, their 
arrival was inevitab le. Now, a U.S. appeals 
court of three judges has destroyed the 
legal stone wall that the Louisiana Legis­ 
lature had set up to fight off integration of 
schools in the resort city of New Orleans. 
It is not a pretty picture that presents it­ 
self in this historic city in many ways b ut 
the entire episode is one of pride for this 
nation, not disgust. One can look at the 
b attle against integration and see in it the 
intolerance and b igotry that are a part of 
the makeup of some people b ut this is b ut 
a temporary detail in 
the 
greater 
story 
that is b eing unfolded in this southern state. 
It is not any lack of sympathy for the 
South which dictates the pride that can b e 
found in the present integration crisis. In 


fact, the position of those who are fighting 
integration can b e easily understood in 
view' of the cultural and social tradition 
they have lived with all their lives. But 
the thing which stands out in all the conflict 
of this b attle is that the principle of human 
equality and justice b y which we live is 
more than just a lofty statement. 
However difficult it is to apply in some 
specific cases, it is still a principle that is 
not b eing compromised. ,\s good as the 
doctrine of separate b ut equal facilities 
might b e, it is one which compromises the 
principle of equality and is. therefore, as 
doomed as certainly as night follows day. 
The significance of today’s events m New' 
Orleans is not in the strife that has devel­ 
oped, b ut rather, in the fact that progress 
in social equality is b eing made even in 
the face of great odds. 


Bensonism Rides On 
Agriculture Secretary Ezra Taft Benson 
may go down in history as the period’s po­ 
litical paradox. 
One cannot recall 
another 
agriculture 
seoretary who was more sharply criticized 
b y so many farmers nor whose scalp was 
wanted b y so many b igwigs of his own 
party. Yet after eight years he is walking 
out of office with the memory of uniform 
voting support for his party in the Novem­ 
b er elections. On the face of it he has no 
reason to feel that he or his policies were 
rejected. And to this his critics have no 
countering answer. They can only look at 
the American farmer and 
scratch 
their 
heads in perplexity. 
Recently at the Saddle and Sirloin Club 
at Chicago while he was attending the 59th 
International Livestock Show he had the 
satisfaction of watching his portrait hung 
among those of the agriculturally esteemed, 
and with some feeling of satisfaction he said 
he was leaving pub lic life for good. He is 
going b ack to his duties as one of the 12 


apostles of the Mormon church. He was 
named one in 1943 and 
his 
appointment 
runs through his lifetime. 
While Mr. Benson is through with poli­ 
tics, the country will live under his shadow 
for a long time to come. In his efforts to 
solve the farm prob lem b y lowering price 
supports he ran up the 
largest 
federal 
b udgets in history. The country will re­ 
memb er him for the price tags whose fig­ 
ures cannot b e altered much for a 
long 
while. He also contrived to greatly expand 
the nation’s grain storage capacity 
and 
thus make the support of a continuing sur­ 
plus a virtual necessity. His soil b ank and 
on-the-farm grain storage programs have 
provided b ack door farm revenues which 
b y now have b ecome a part of the farm er’s 
b asic income and are hardly sub ject to 
swift elimination. None of this b rought a 
farm program remedy, b ut it perpetuated 
Bensonism, whatever that may b e, and it 
says that while he may turn his b ack on 
politics the country will not b e ab le to turn 
its b ack on him. 


An Administration Failure 


This late in the day it is not expected 
that the Eisenhower administration will 
b e ab le to do much more to stop the out­ 
flow of American gold. 
Hardly a month remains b efore the Ken­ 
nedy administration takes over and the 
overseas countries are apt to wait out the 
situation for several reasons. Two of them 
are almost compelling. One is that those 
countries realize the Democratic adminis- 
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tration will not follow the line of thinking 
of its Repub lican predecessor. They will 
want to know which way the wind b lows. 
The other is that it is preferab le from the 
long range view to make engagements with 
an administration b ound to b e in power for 
at least four years than to do b usiness with 
an administration whose 
remaining 
life 
cannot extend more than a few weeks. 


The present administration may as well 
close the b ook on the matter as a piece of 
failing b ut unfinished b usiness. The gold 
outflow has b een going on now for several 
years. The administration did not treat with 
it decisively and only acted sternly with it 
after the Novemb er elections. Then it acted 
not in the b est way to stop the troub le, 
b ut did only what it could do without veer­ 
ing from its b asic policy. While it ordered 
home the families of overseas service men, 
it did nothing to prevent further investment 
of American industry overseas. It is signi­ 
ficant that the Ford Motor Company’s de­ 
cision to pour another $300 million into 
England to get full possession of a plant 
in which it now holds major control, will 
offset any savings the administration can 
make b y b reaking up the families of over­ 
seas service men. It may b e expedient for 
Ford and many other large industries to 
make gains through lower European over­ 
heads to pump goods into the world m ar­ 
kets and into our own, b ut it is no way to 
hold our house together. And the adminis­ 
tration’s thesis that higher interest rates 
w'ould take care of the matter was a b ad 
and unrealistic dream.

Seek Upper Hand 


WASHINGTON - Beneath 
the pleasant surface of the 
news 
ab out President-elect 
John 
Kennedy’s 
namesake 
and the enchanting Miss Ca.- 
oline Kennedy’s wngglings in 
church lie the stirrings of a 
partisan struggle which may 
deeply affect his presidency. 
That struggle has not yet 
reached a critical, much less 
decisive, stage, b ut its exist­ 
ence and purposes are now 
clear. 
What has happened is that 
Repub licans have b een en­ 
couraged to b elieve that they 
can cast doub t on the Kenne­ 
dy victory', put him immedi­ 
ately on the defensive and 
ab ort his lib eral program. 
These 
gr e a t expectations 
rest on the nature of the Ken­ 
nedy triumph. It depended 
in part on b ig-city organiza­ 
tions long held in general 
disrepute. 
Ill the early hours follow­ 
ing the election these factors 
did 
not 
appear. 
Kennedy 
seemed headed for an elec­ 
toral 
college 
landslide 
b y 
way of the b ig states; the 
West and Midwest had not 
turned their b acks on him. 


But when the final picture 
emerged. Repub licans w’ho 
play politics for keeps saw 
their chance. They set aside 
a war chest; $100,(XK) is the 
figure mentioned around na­ 
tional headquarters. 
T h e y 
r a i s e d a hue and cry in 
states narrowly won b y the 
Democratic 
nominees 
and 
they reread the fine print in 
the state election laws un­ 
der which, rather than b y 
federal statute, the electoral 
college operates. 
The experts in Repub lican 
b attles 
against 
Tammany 
Hall, the old Hague machine 
of Jersey City, the Cook 
County (Chicago! organiza­ 
tion and similar Democratic 
b astions were called in. The 
South’s electors were care­ 
fully canvassed. 


It was not then b elieved 
nor is it now thought, that a 
clear-cut victory for Vice- 
President Richard Nixon, le­ 
gally impregnab le and ac­ 
ceptab le to pub lic opinion, 
could b e secured. The vice- 
president. 
therefore, 
h a s 
wisely kept aliuif from the 
present proceedings. He is 
aware that he would need a 
clear mandate and that it 
wouW b e hazardous in the 
extreme to risk offense to the 
millions of Americans of the 
Catholic faith who very nat­ 
urally are enjoying having 
the first president of that 
faith.

Architects of the present 
Repub lican strategems are 
not so inhib ited. 
They are 
party leaders, charged with 
party responsib ility, and they 
are b uilding, they think, the 
party future. 


They will not b e appeased 
b y appointment of Repub li­ 
cans to high office in a Ken­ 
nedy administration nor of 
Democrats 
who 
have 
co­ 
operated 
w i t h 
President 
Eisenhower. 
Their aim 
is 
power, and they are play­ 
ing the game as it realiv 
is always played at the top, 
which is the rough, tough 
way. 


So far, the soutliern elec­ 
tors have held fast. Nixon re­ 
gained California via the ab ­ 
sentee b allots. The Chicago 
situation 
at

distance 
seems confused: the courts 
may have to decide whether 
the confusion is more appar­ 
ent than real. 


The president-elect and the 
Democrats have still to de­ 
cide whether it is time to 
strike b ack 
and 
in 
what 
fashion, though some veter­ 
ans in the Congress b elieve 
the 
situation 
is 
serious. 
Meanw'hile, pub lic opinion is 
forming or b eing formed and 
the electoral college does not 
meet until Decemb er 19.

Considine’s article and sta­ 
tistics on the use of water 
(Star, Nov. .30). 1 never ha\e 
b elieved there is a shortage 
of water. There are areas 
where there is no water, b ut 
1 b elieve this is the fault of 
the people who live in those 
areas. VVe have areas in Ne­ 
b raska where they are out 
of water at times; still in 
1960 there was enough 
wa­ 
ter run out of Neb raska 
to 
supply the state’s needs for 
years 
ahead. In 
March, 
April and 
May, 
1961, 
this 
run-off of waste water will 
b e 
repeated. It’s 
nothing 
new to waste water in Ne­ 
b raska or any other state. 
It’s b een going on for 
103 
years, and next year it will 
b e 104 years. 
Water comes to us free the 


year around hut we maki 
little effort to impound this 
run-off. It simply runs into 
the ravine, the creek and 
river and then b ack to 
sea, unused. As soon as \wt 
learn how to retain some 
this run-off. there will 
b e 
water for everyone and for 
every 
use 
in 
the 
United 
States. 
Wherever water runs, it 
can b e 
trapped 
and 
im* 
pounded for future use. It 
can b e diverted into perfor­ 
ated underground 
tile 
and 
washed into the soil. Surfac<e 
run-off water can b e drained 
into wells drilled 
down 
to 
coarse sand and gravel asid 
used to refill 
those 
under­ 
ground reservoirs that hawe 
b een pumped dry. In pla^ie 
of our annual fioods, most 
of this wasted water could 
b e held where it falls on t!tf 
land. Snow melting is a tot|J 
loss every 
year. It 
melfe 
while the ground is frozen 
and this frozen ground sheds 
water like pavement. 
Saving this run-off water 
is too b ig a project for tii« 
people concerned to handl^. 
This is where our govert- 
ment should help, with tile 
cost b eing repaid over a pe­ 
riod of years. 
I never did b elieve thrtje 
was a shortage of water or 
ever will b e. It’s just that We 
don’t handle it right. Water 
van b e used and reused time 
and lime again.
